SAVES MONEY 
BUT NOT HAIR 


Oil Magnate Rockefeller Will 
Be Known As Hairless 
Multi-Millionaire. 


SOME PECULIAR MALADY 
- HAS ROBBED HIM OF HAIR 


He Has Lost the Hair on His Head, 
His Moustache and His Eye- 
brows, and Still It Goes 


Despite Specialists. 


Lakewood, N. J., March 24.—John D. 
Rockefeller, the Standard Oil magnate, 
will soon be known as the hairléss multi- 
millionaire as the result ‘of a peculiar 
malady. 

Physicians and hair specialsts have 
been brought from New York, but have 
failed to ascertain the cause or check 
the malady that has made Mr. Rocke- 
feller almost bald. 

About two weeks ago Mr. Rockefeller 
noticed that his hair was falling out In 
alarming quantities and he first consult 
ed his family physician, who called sev- 
eral specialists from New York in con- 
sultation. They were unable to success- 
fully diagnose the case and others were 
called. Meanwhile Mr. Rockefeller steadi- 
ly grew more bald unti}. now he has little 
hair on his head and has lost moustache, 
eyebrows and eyelashes. Mr. Rockefeller 
hes for years suffered from acute nervous 
dyspepsia. He said yesterday that he 
could not tell what was the cause, for he 
‘never felt better in his iife.’’ 

Mr. Rockefeller takes the matter not 
only philosophically, but good numoredly. 
He Is, in fact, not above jesting over his 
loss. Shortly after reading his mail at 
breakfast a day or two ago he said to his 
family: ‘‘Ah! Here’s hope. Qne doctor 
reports that with the aid of a powerful 
magnifying glass he has discovered three 
hairs on the top of my poor head and 
another claims to have found ten.”’ Mr. 
Kiockefeller refuses to wear a Wiig.

“By direction of, miners’ convention, I 
wire to ascertain if yaur company will 
join other anthracite 4 companies in 
conference with a conyngttee representing 
the anthracite mine workers for the pur- 
pose of discussing ard adjusting griev- 
ances which affect: all companies and 
employees alike.

Refuse To Meet Miners. 


He received several repiies, one of which 
was from President Baer, of the Philadel-

This resulted in the formulation of the 
resolution presented today, and, accord- 
ing to President Mitchell, it was adopted 
without a dissenting vote.

GREAT PANIC LAST YEAR

So Steele, of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
Asserts—Steele Tells Why His 
Firm Raised $50,000 To 
Get Cotnrol of Bur- 
lington Route. 


New York, March 24.—The hearing in 
the suit commenced by Peter Power, in 
the United States court for the district 
of Minnesota, for the purpose of deter- 
mining the standing before the law of 
the purchase and holding of Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern stocks by 
the Northern Securities Company, was 
continued this afternoon. 

Jacob H. Schi&, of the firm of Kuhn, 
Loeb & C was questioned by A. M. 
Boutelle, of Minneapolis, of counsel for 
Peter Power. Mr. Schiff said that as 
far as he could recollect the purchases 
made’ by his firm of Northern Paci® be- 
fore May 9 last year amounte-d to $78,- 
000,000. A few weeks later this stock was 
transferred, part to the Union Pacific 
and part to the Oregon Short Line. The 
Union Pacific’s Northern Pacific stock 
was sold to J. P. Morgan & Co., and 
payment was made in nine or ten mil- 
lions of dollars cash an@ eighty or ninety 
millions of dollars in stock of the North- 
ern Securities Company. ; 

Mr. Schiff said the Union Pacific and 
the Oregon Short Line sold their Northern 
Pacific hecaus2 they thought it woul 
be a good thing to get a profit on their 
stock. 

Morgan and Burlington. 

Charles Steele, of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
testified that his firm organized a syndi- 
cate to raise $50,000,000 cash in order to 
buy contro] of the Burlington. The ob- 
ject of the purchase was to reap the 
profits that {‘ would result from 
getting eastern and southeastern 
connections for the Burlingfon. Mr. 
Steele said j;there never had been 
any ironbound agreements between 
Mr. Hill and Mr. Morgan that 
they would hold on to their Northern 
Pacific stock. J. P. Morgan & Co. had

The Northern Securities Company had 
paid $90,000,000 for the seventy-five mil- 
lions’ worth of Northern Pacific common, 

Questions asked the witness by Mr. 
Stetson, counsel for the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., were for the purpose of 
disproving the claim of the other side 
that the negotiations for Northern Pa- 
eifle cemmon, the Burlitgton purchases, 
the formation of the Northern Securities 
Cempany and the placing of Mr. Harri- 
mati and cther representatives of the 
Union Pacifie interests on the board of 
the Burlingten and Northern Pacific. 
were all part of.a pooling scheme which 
originated and miutured during the sum- 
mer oa: 1901, previous to the formation of 
the Securities cempany, with Mr. Mor- 
g2n, Mr. Hill and Mr. Harriman and 
their essociates as the principal factors. 

No Prior Understanding. 

Mr. Steele said there was no prior un- 
derstanding that after they had acquired 
the Nerthern l’acific stcck from the Har- 
riman interests it was to be put into the 
Northern Securities Company. 

A point brought out on cross-examina- 
tion was that there never was any con- 
test for the Nortkern Pacific common. 
Witness suid this cor:test did not exist 
outside of the newspapers. It was this 
ccntest, the existence of which witness 
d-ni.d, that culminated in the panie of 
May 9. 

On redirect examination Mr. Steele 
siid the ylan for buying the holders 
of the preferred stock out at par was 
adopted because* the directors decided 
upon that as a just and. equitable ar- 
rangement and that it was not for the 
purpose of throwing the control of the 
reaa into the hands of those who held 
the $78,000,000 worth of the common stock.

Washingfon, March 24.—(Special.)— 
There seems to be a good chance for the 
establishment of a subtreasury In the 
south and that Atlanta will get it. Sec- 
retary Shaw thinks tha needs of the sec- 
tion’ warrant a new subtreasury. At- 
lanta‘g,application was ably presented to 
the spt and to members of the 
house ways and means committee today 
by members of the delegation of bankers 
representing the Atlanta Clearing House 
Association. The delegation consists of 
Captain English, Colonel. Lowry, T. C. 
Erwin and Robert-Maddox. These gentle- 
men errivod in the city this morning 
and after a visit to the white house, 
where they paid their respects to Prest- 
dent Robdsevelt, they went to the treasury. 
They had a‘ very satisfactory talk with 
Secretary Shaw, who not only seemed 
to understand the superiority of Atlanta's 
c‘aims, as against other cities of the 
southeastern section of the country, but 
who also seemed friendly to the proposi- 
tion to establish a branch of the treasury 
at-some city in that section. He ex- 
plaineu that it was not in his power to 
shape legisiafion, and that the ereation 
of a subtreasury depended on congress, 
but his visitors came away satisfiel with 
his friendliness. 

This afternoon a special meeting of 1418 
Ways and means committee of the house 
was held for the purpos2 of giving the 
Atlanta delegation a hearing. Mr. Dal- 
zell, of Pennsylvania, presided, Con- 
gressman Livingston read to’ fhe Comma !.

Atlanta’s Advantages Presenteil. 

Colonel Livingston then introduced 
Mr. Erwin, who gupplemented his state- 
ment by showing the practical adve~- 
» tages which would follow to bankers an. 
business men not only of Atlanta, but of 
all the section tributary thereto, if a sub- 
treasury wer?2 established. 

Following Mr. Erwin, Colonel Lowry ex- 
plained the needs of money for the

Mr. Maddox made an interesting state- 
ment, explaining to the members of the 
committee the details of the handling of 
the south’s cotton crop.

Captain English added interest to the 
Jiscussion in replying to some questions 
of Mr. Dalzell. Captain English said that 
it was not for the cotton crop alone that 
the establishment of a subtreasury would 
be of advantage. He referred to Atlan- 
ta’s prominencé as a mule and horse 
market and to the great increase in man- 
ufacturing -in all of the section directly 
tributary to Atlanta. 

The members of the committee showed 
by their questions great interest in the 
proposition for the’ establishment of a 
subtreasury in this section of the south. 

Colonel Livingston went over with them 
the détails of his bill, showing that the 
expense involved in the way of salaries 
is not at all heavy. The committee will 
give the matter consideration at a later 
date. Tomorrow the Atlanta delegation 
will call upon the comptroller of the cur- 
rency. 

Nine Subtreasuries. 

The possession of a treasury is regard- 
ed a very considerable aid to the banking 
and business interests of a city d to 
the same interests in the territory “tribu- 
tary to that city. There are now nine 
subtreasuries, located as follows: New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
in the east; Chicago, St. Louis and Cin- 
cinnati in the middle west; San Francis- 
co on fhe Pacific slope, and New Or- 
leans in the south. 

These subtreasuries are really offices 
of the treasury. Each is in charge of an 
assistant treasurer, who has under him 
a cashi@ér and such additional clerical 
force aS may be necessary according to 
the volume of the business done by it. 

The subtreasury is authorized to receive 
deposits of customs, of funds by trans- 
fer from national banks, of deposits for 
the 5 per cent fund of national banks 
and of other public money; and it pays 
warrants drawn upon it. 

The laws governing national banks re- 
quire that funds in addition to the limit 
of surplus fixed for each bank must be 
deposited with some subtreasury. As it 
is now the Atlanta banks are compelled 
to forward this surplus to some subtreas- 
ury and they are, I am informed, usually 
sent to New York, Philadelphia or Balti- 
more through the correspondent of the 
banks. 

The Reserve Cities. 
It has been stated in support of the 


. i dajra.ot Savannah over Atlanta that it 


is essential to the establishment of a 
subtreéasury that the city applying should 
be what is known as a “reserve city.” 
This isnot the case. It is generally taken 
as proof of the standing of a city commer- 
cially that it is a reserve city, for most 
of the large cities of the country are 
ip that class. The conditions in Atlanta 
are, however, different from those in 
other large cities in this respect. 

‘By way of explanation, it should be 
said that reserve cities are those in which 
the national banks are permitted to keep 
a certain portion of their reserve fund. 
National banks of smaller cities which 
are tributary to a reserve city are per- 
mitted to deposit a certain amount of 
their reserve fund with the national 
banks of that reserve city. Savannah 
has for a long time been a reserve city 
because the national banking interest 
there has always been large. Small na- 
tional banks from different towns in 
Georgia and Alabama are permitted to 
deposit reserve funds with the Savannah 
banks under certain restrictions requir- 
ing the retention by these banks in their 
vaults of a certain amount of their cap- 
ital. 

The Atlanta, banks have never sectréed 
the reserve privilege for several reasons. 
First, it is only within the last few years 
that there have been a number of na- 
tional banks in Atlanta. Up to a few 
years ago the banking institutions, with 
the exception of the Atlanta National 
bank, were operated under state charters 
or were private banks. The conditions

Will Come Eventually.

Ap- 
parently, the dispositicn manifested at 
the cabinet meeting on Friday to take 
prompt action on this line has been 
thwarted by the fact that there is noth- 
ing in Generai Miles’ testtmony before 
the senate committee on military affairs 
which could possibly be distorted into 
such criticism cf superiors as would war- 
rant his being summarily rer.oved.

commanding general of the army. Sena- 
tors whe agree with Miles and those who 
disagree with him are very jealous of the 
rights of a committee to get the opinions 
of witnesses, even if these witnesses are 
army officers, and there should be some 
criticisms of superiors in their testimony, 
and any such witnesses are insured pro- 
tection from official attack. 

Both from the white house and the war 
department there are intimations that 
nothing more is to be heard from the 
Miles episode. But there are other indi- 
cations thar, this conversation, to which I 
have referred, to show that it is only a 
question of: time when President Roose- 
velt takes advantage of the power he-has 
under the law and places General Miles 
upen the retired list. 

Miles and the Parrot. 

When this comes—and it seems _ in- 
evitable—General Miles can attribute it 
to the same cause that led to the undoing 
of the famous parrot. He has talked too 
much. 

Miles’ mouth is responsible for ail his 
troubles. He has grievances end secms 
to love to air them. Not only does he talk 
with men he knows to be his friends, but 
he taiks with anybody who happens to 
get next to him. More than once during 
the past three years has he been on the 
gridiron because of alleged utterances. 
He bears the reputation of unbosoming 
his soul to anybody who gives nim a good 
‘“olly,”’ and sooner or later this tendency 
will result in his undoing. 

They are after him. Secretary Root, 
General Corbin Presicgent Roosevelt—all 
three, and others. Miles has some friends 
in public life; he has a great many ad- 
mirers who praise his bravery and abili- 
iy as shown on many battle fields, but he 
is ‘up against it’’ with these three, and 
they'll gct his scaip.

Miles’ Statement to Committee. 

The statement of General Miles before 
the senate commttee on military affairs, 
as it will appear on the official. records, 
was made public tonight. The features 
which caused something of a sensation 
when published the day the statement 
was made, do not appear and the follow- 
ing colloquy at the close of the hearing 
explains it: 

Mr. Pettus: “Mr. Chai n, I think 
there ought to be some mode of having 
these notes revised.’’

“Tt some to me you are throwing the 
door wide open for a future autocrat or a 
military despot. It is not, in my judg- 
ment, in accordance with the principle or 
theory of democratic government and for 
the best interests of the army, wiich has 
ewisted more than a hundred years and 
fulfilled all your requirements, to adopt 
such a scheme.”

RHEA FIGHTS FOR PLACE 


Kentuckian Makes Strong Speech To 
Prevent Being Turned Out. 


GOEBEL LAW IS ATTACKED 


Boreing Denounces the Measure, but 
Rhea Tells Him That. He Is 
Ignorant. 


Washington, March 24.—Mr. Boreing, of 
Kentucky, injected an attack upon tHe 
Goebel election law into the discussion 
of the Moss-Rhea contested election case 
from the third Kentucky district, which 
again occypied the attention of the house 
today, but Mr. Rhea declined to be 
drawn into an extended debate upon an 
issue not directly involved in the case. 
He contented himself with paying his 
respects to Mr. Boreing, charging the 
latter with ignorance of the law of his 
Own state. Mr. Rhea made a strong pre- 


sentation of his side of the case, but had 


not concluded when the house adjourned. 
The vote will be taken about 2 o’clock 
tomorrow. The other’ speakers today 
were Mr. Bowie of Alabama, Mr. Powers 
of Maine, and Mr. Fox of Mississippi. 

Mr. Boreing, republican, of Kentucky, 
denounced in severe terms the Goebel 
election law, which, he declared, was 
enacted to ‘“‘crush the public will,” and 
Which, he said, was used to turn out 
duly elected state officers and place in 
power defeated candidates. He said it 
made the election machinery of the state 
an adjunct of the democratic organiza- 
tion, Under it the republicans had been 
able to elect only thirty members of the 
legislature out of 100, although Reckham 
had carried the state by. only 3,500 plu- 
rality. 

Mr. Rhea drew a round of applause 

from his party colleagues when he de- 
clared that if he believed he had been 
returned to congress by fraud, injustice 
or partisanship he would scorn to hold a 
seat in the house. Referring to Mr. 
Boreing’s attack upon the elections in 
Kentucky, he said he regretted that his 
colleague had played the part he had. 
“T shall not say anything unkind of or 
about him,’”’ said he, ‘‘nor against his 
nolitical associates in Kentucky. Nor will 
I be take naway from the issue before 
the house further than to say his speech 
disclosed the fact that he is both parti- 
San and ignorant of the election laws of 
Kentucky.”’ 
*Mr Rhea declared that the law which 
lodged .the final canvas of the election 
returns in the general assembly itn Ken- 
tucky had existed ever since Kentucky 
was a state and had William Goebel 
never lived the law which was invoked 
and which settled the contest of 1899 
would have been the same. 

Mr. Rhea declared that the republicans 
controlled election machinery in four of 
the five precincts over which there were 
disputes.

BY ROOSEVELT 


President Trying to Bring the 
Opponents of Cuban Reci- 
procity Into Line. 


LEADERS OF INSURGENTS 
CALLED TO WHITE HOUSE 


Roosevelt Points Out That Proposed 
Measure Is Unfair to Cuba—Be- 
lieved Nearly All Insur- 
gents Will Fall Into 
Line

Washington, March %4.—(Spectal.)—An 
important conference was held at the 
white house today at which a ng@mher of 
the men who have been most prominent 
in leading the fight against Cuban 
reciprocity were present.’ President 
Roosevelt strongly argued with them the 
necessity from a party standpoint of get- 
ting in line so that the reciprocity Dill 
will pass the house without the aid of 


| the democrats. Some of those present 


were still inclined to make a fight and 
register their votes against the measure, 
but in view of the argumentg advanced 
by the president the prediction is made 
that most of them will fall in Hne and 
that the meager 20 per cent reduction will 
| go through the house with a majority of 
republican votes registered in its fa- 
vor. 
Beet Sugar Men Present. 

Those present were Representatives 
Tawney and Morris, of Minnesota; Dick, 
of Ohio; William A. Smith, of Michigan; 
Minor, of Wisconsin; Metcalf, of Califor- 
nia, and Dayton, of West Virginia. 

As General Wood has arrived here from 
Cuba, and as several members of the cab- 
inet were at the white house while the 
congressmen were there a report gain- 
ed circulation that Secretary Root und 
General Wood were present during the 
conference. This, however, was not the 
case. The talk took a wide range, CcOov- 
. ering the conditions in Cuba, what should 
be done to meet these conditions, and 
also the question of harmonizing conflict- 
ing interests so that there might be 
unanimity of action on the part of the 
_ republicans in congress. 

The callers were frank to concede that 
they found the president desirous of ex- 
tending effective relief to Cuba by the 
reciprecity plan. In this connection it 
w2s stated the earesident drew attention 
to the fact that the Sibley amendment, 
limiting the reciprocity period to Decem- 
ber 1, 1908, gave the Payne bill a rather 
one-sided aspect, as it asked Cuba to 
adopt cur naturalization and immigration 
laws and give us tariff concessions, with- 
out limit of time, and in return gave to 
Cuba tariff concessions limited to about 
a year and a half. Some of the con- 
gressmen present were inclined to admit 
that we were asking a good deal from 
Cuba ‘in return for .the little we would 
grant her. 

No Definite Propositions. 

The interchange of views became quite 
general, but there was nothing in the 
way of definite propositions. 

The suggestion was made that if the 
Payne bill had been: modified so as to 
take off the differential on refined sugar 
some of the grounds of opposition might 
have been removed. However, there was 
no request, so far as can be leared, that 
the bill be amended in this particular at 
the gresent stage. The plan of rebate, 
which was urged at one time, also came 
in for discussion and explanation. 

At the conclusion of the conference the 
general understanding was reached that 
any statements made to the public would 
be to the general effect that no conclu- 
sions were reached and that,the confer- 
ence was confined to a general inter- 
change of views. It is understood that 
the president will see some of the mem- 
bers of the ways and means committee 
tomorrow, thus familiarizing himself with 
both sides of the issue which has re- 
cently arisen in the house. He hopes 
that this general interchange with the 
leaders from both sides may bring about 
unanimity of action in whatever is done 
in behalf of Cuba. |

So a Medical Commission Reports to 
Treasury Department. 


the treasury today sent to the senate the 
report of a commission of medical offi- 
wers of the marine hospital service ap- 
pointed to investigate the origin and prev- 
alence of leprosy in the United States. 
The report shows 278 cases of leprosy. in 
the United States, distributed by states 


as follows: . 

Alabama 1, California 24, Florida 24, 
Georgia 1, Milinois 5, Iowa 1,/ Lonisiana 
155, Maryland 1, Massachusetts 2,. Minne- 
sota 20, Mississippi 5, Missouri 5, Montana 
1, Nevada 1, New York 7, North Dakota 
16, Oregon 1, Pennsylvania 1, South Da- 
kota 1, Texas 3, Wisconsin 3. 

Of the total number 176 are males and 
102 females; 14 American born, 120 for- 
eign born, and the remainder uncertain. 

It is stated that 188 of the cases were 
contracted in the United States, but the 
opinion is expressed by the commission 
that this number is too large, and that 
some of these cases were brought from 
abroad. 

The commission says that leprosy is 
conveyed from one person to another in 
the United States, such conveyance be- 
ing most markedly noticeable {n the states 
of the southern coast; that a large major- 
ity of the cases in the United States (33 
per cent) are at large; that at present 
only 72 of the cases @re isolated and pro- 
vided for by the states or cities in which 
they are located, and that many of those 
now at large, if not all, would be willing 
to be cared for by the public if proper 
leprosaria existed for their treatment and 
comfort. “he commission recommends 
the establishment of a retreat for lepers, 
and expresses the opiriion that it should 
be in the arid southwest, or in a similar 
region farther north, or on an island in 
the gulf of Mexico, or on the Pacific 


coam. 

Of the 155 cases reported from Louisi- 
ana 101 are in Orleans county and 37 in 
the leper home at Iberville. Of the sev- 
en cases in New York four are in Kings 
county and three in New York county. 
The commission expresses the opinion 
that the figures given do not represent 
the total number of lepers in the coun- 
try, because they say the loathsome char- 
acter of the disease causes persons af- 
flicted to conceal it as long as possible. 
They also expréss the opinion that it is 
most frequently contracted by inhaling 
dust where lepers have been located. -

Captain Porter Says Smith Told Wal- 
ler That No Prisoners Were 
Wanted—Porter Says No 
Natives Commit Act 
Worthy of Death. 


Manila, March 24.—At the continuation 
today of the trial by court martia| of Ma- 
jor Littleton W. T. Waller, of the marine 
corps, ox the charge of executing natives 
in Samar, Lieutenant John A. Day, of the 
marine corps, asked permission to change 
his evidence, saying it was an investiga- 
tidn to which he was a party. 

The judge advocate, Major Henry P. 
Kingsdury, of the Third cavalry, cross- 
examineGd. Captain David D. Porter, of 
the marine corps, who said it was his 
impression that General Smith had gven 
Major Waller the power of life and death 
over prisoners. Captain Porter said that 
while he was with Major Waller’s com- 
mand he did not see any native commit 
any act which he thought should be 
punished with death. Captain Porter said 
Sergeant Quick was with him and that 
the sergeant’s report was consequentiy 
gathered from what ne had heard from 
members of Lieutenant Williams’ party. 

Answering a member of the courtmar- 
tial Captair. Porter said that General 
Smith did not explicitly give Major Wal- 
ler the power of life and death over pris- 
cners but he did by inference, saving he 
wanted no prisoners and that treachery 
should be punished with death. 

Cholera at Manila. 

Manila, March 14.—Tne outbreak of 
cholera here does not create alarm. No 
white persons have been stricken with 
the disease. According to the report of 
the medical authorities, ma‘jie up to noon 
today, there have been all told twenty-six 
cases and twenty-one deaths.

It will be pleasant to you,, I think, to re- 
ceive in person, on this occaston, the 
unanimous testimony of the warm and sin- 
cere sentiments uniting Russia to friendly 
and allied France.’’ 

The bill then proceeded to say: 

“On learning of the acceptance of the 
invitation bv the president of the repub- 
lic. the national representation will un- 
doubtedlv heartily associate itself with 
this fresh demonstration of the growing 
strength of the ties uniting France and 
Russia for the development of their pros- 
perity and the maintenance of the peace 
of the world.’”’ | 

After the credit had been voted, a so- 
cialist proposition was submitted, asking 
for a sur of money to aid persons out of 
work.

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The senate also, 


BOERS TREAT 
WITH BRITISH 


Armistice Is Arranged Until 
‘Schalkburger Can Consult 
With General DeWet. 


NEWS IS NOT REGARDED 
HOPEFULLY IN LONDON 


Feared That Fighting Boers Will Re- 
fuse To Be Bound by the Action 
of Schalkburger — Armis- 
tice Result of the 
,Conference. 


London, March 24.—The Daily Chroni- 
cle this morning asserts that an armis- 
tice has been arranged pending the du- 
ration of Schalkburger’s mission to Gen- 
eral DeWet, and that offensive opera- 
tions against DeWet, DeLarey and Botha 
will be suspended. 
have agreed to observe the armistice 
honorably until the return of the envoys 
to the Boer lines, 

It ds believed, continues The Chronicle, 
that the envoys, after acquainting Botha 
with the result of their mission, will 
again confer with Lord Kitchener, al- 
though no arrangement for the second 
conference has actually been made. 

There is good reason to believe that 
Lord Kitchener, in his interview with Mr. 
Schalkburger, agreed to withdraw the 
banishment proclamation issued in Sep- 
tember if General DeWet and the other 
Boer leaders surrendered. 

In the house of commons today the 
war secretary, Mr. Brodrick, announced 
that a fortnight ago Mr. Schalkburger in- 
timated to Lord Kitchener his desire to 
be granted a safe conduct through the 
British lines and back, in order to see 
Mr. Steyn with reference to the possi- 
bility of peace proposals. Lord Kitchen- 
er, with the consent of the government, 
has acceded to the request, 

The announcement of the war secre- 
tary was received with cheers. \ 

Not Regarded Hopefully. 

There is little disposition in London to 
regard the news of the Boer government’s 
visit to Pretoria any too hopefully. Offi- 
cial circles express the doubts, held 
throughout, of the ability of the acting 
president, Schalkburger, and the other 
civilian leaders of the Boers, to induce 
such men as Generals DeWet and De- 
Larey to surrender. Possibly, they think, 
the representatives of the Transvaal gov- 
ernment are desirous of suing for peace, 
but there is nothing to show that they 
have anything to show their authority 
to compel the submission of the fighting 
forces. The contention is that unless the 
British commander in chief in South Af- 
rica who is on the spot, and, therefore, 
most thoroughly conversant with the sit- 
uation, recognized the possibility of fruit- 
ful results, and believed in the good faith 


| of the Transvaalers he would not have 


permitted the visitors to continue their 
pilgrimage to the headquarters of their 
Orange River colony allies.

Result of a Conference. 

Amsterdam, March 24.—It is believed in 
Boer circles here that the move of Act- 
ing President Schalkburger is the result 
of a communication from the Boer rep- 
resentatives in Europe. A former rep- 
resentative of the Transvaal government 
said today: 

“After ule exchange of the Dutch-Eng- 
ligh notes a conference was called for 
February. This conference was attended 
by Mr. Kruger, Dr. Leyds and the dele- 
gates, and it was decided to send six 
emissaries to South Africa by different 
routes, with dispatches for Steyn and 
Schalkburger, giving them a detailed ac- 
count of the situation. One of these 
agents ought to have arrived about this 
time. Documents lately received from 
Schalkburger indicated that peace terms 
had been recently discussed by the lead- 
ers in South Africa, but the leaders de- 
clared they could not accept anything 
less than the terms demanded at Middel- 
burg (by* General Botha, February 2, 
1901), and especially the point of complete 
amnesty for Cape rebels, because the 
greater part of the commandoes actually 
in arms are composed of Cape insurgents. 

‘The fact that the Boers in the field 
are_inclined to compromise their demands 
for absolute independence,’’ continued the 
speaker, ‘‘seems tto be indicated by the 
plan Schalkburger has outlined for the 
government for industrial centers. This 
consists of a British board of administra- 
tion with proportional Boer representa- 
tion.”’ :

MANY DEATH SENTENCES 
PENDING IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Fifteen Murderers Have Gone to the 
Gallows in the Past Two 
Months. 


- 


Jackson, Miss., March %.—(Specijal.)—A 
large batch of decisions in death-sen- 
tence cases is expected at the sitting of 
the supreme court Monday afternoon. 
Eight or ten cases wherein murderers 
have been sentenced to death *are pending 
in the consultation room, and it is un- 
derstood that quite a number of affirma- 
tions will be handed down Monday and 
dates named for the executioners to per- 
form their grewsome work. 

Among the cases on which decisions 
are expected and the counties in which 
sentence was originally rendered are the 
following: Jesse Gee, Bolivar; Feedy 


nedy, Coahoma; Walter Crawford, Mar- 
shall. 

Other cases of considerable prominence 
pending for argument are those of the 
trio of murderers who killed two deputy 
United States marshals in Lafayette 
county, Will Mathis, Whit Owens and Or- 
lando Lester, and the two celebrated 
Washington county murderers, Ashlee 
Cocke and T. C. Lauderdale. It is a fore- 
gone conclusion that the last five cases 
will be readily affirmed. The murders for 
which they have been convicted were the 
most cold-blooded in the history of the 
state, 

In addition to the above, no less than a 
dozen cases wherein defendants have re- 
cently been sentenced to death have been 
@ppealed to the supreme court, and the 
causes will be taken up as soon as possi- 
ble after the transcrpits of records are 
received and filed. 

Mississippe has been in the midst of a 
veritable carnival: of legal executions 
during the past two months, no less than 
fifteen murderers having been sen¢ 
through death traps during this period. 
It is worthy of passing comment that 
during this same period of legal hangings 
there has not been a single lynching in 
the commonwealth,

AUGUSTA WORRIED 
OVER COMPRESSES 


Probable Invasion of Atlantic Company 
Is Not Welcomed. 


PRESENT PLAN SUITS THEM 


Express Belief That Coming of Isew 
Concern with Alleged Methods 
Would Lose Augusta 50,- 
000 Bales of Cotton the 
First Season. 


Augusta, Ga., March %4.—(Special.)—The 
cotton men of Augusta are very much 
stirred up over the compress question. 
There are three large compresses in Au- 
gusta. The Union Compress Company, the 
Augusta Compress Company and the In- 
man compress. 

The compresses are controlled by ind!- 
viduals or by companies of cotton men 
who operate -them in ‘the Interest of the 
cotton business of Augusta. Their purpose 
is to accord every facility to cotton men 
for the rapid handling of their cotton, ang 
the lessees of one compress do not hesi- 
tate 'to send their own cotton to one of the 
other compresses rather than to cause a 
glut of business by waiting for servicer 
at the compress which they control. 

This policy has resuZed in greatly in- 
creasing the cotton receipts of Augusta, 
and has added to the importance of this 


cotton market. 

In the past week or two it has come 

to the notice of tthe cotton men that the 
lessees of the Augusta compress will prob- 
ably not make a new lease when theirs 
expires on the Ist of July. Further, it is 
said there has been a proposition from C. 
C. Hanson, manager of the Atlantic Com- 
press Company, to lease the Augusta com- 
press, provided he could also secure the 
Union compress. 
The Augusta cotton men are considera- 
bly excited over the possibility of the 
compresses passing out of their control, 
and declare it would never do to allow 
the Atlantic Compress Company to secure 
control of the, Augusta compresses. They 
express it as their belief that one com- 
press would be abandoned and the busi- 
ness would over-run the capacity of the 
other. 

Would Méan a Loss of Business. 

They insist the policy that would be pur- 
sued in handling the business would lose 
Augusta 60,000 bales of cotton the first 
season. 

In consequence of these views there will 
be held at the Augusta cotton exchange 
tomorrow morning at 11 o’clock an impor- 
tant meeting to consider the compress 
question. A committee that has been in- 
vestigating the subject will make its re- 
port. to this meeting, and it is contem- 
plated that Tuesday’s session will be one 
of the most spfrited in the history of the 
exchange. 

The Savannah river has been for years 
employed by the shipping interests of Au- 
gusta as a lever to control freight rates, 
and it is anticipated that at tomorrow’s 
meeting of the exchange a proposition will 
be made looking to a larger use of the 
river than ever before. 

It is reported that a recommendation 
will be made that the Augusta exchange 
and the chamber of commerce shall unite 
in calling upon Augusta’s representatives 
in congress to secure the cooperation of 
the government in requiring the Southern 
railway to convert the railway bridges 
which now cross the Savannah river into 
draw bridges. This will be asKéd «at the 
steamboats, which now stop at the wharf 
below these bridges may pass through 
them to higher points on the riven front 
of the city and load directly from the com- 
presses and the cotton mills situated on 
the river bank.

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FIRST CLOTH FROM NEW MILL 


GAINESVILLE FACTORY TURNS 
OUT ITS INITIAL PRODUCT. 


Company Organized and Erection of 
Plant tSarted Less Than a 
Year Ago. 


Gainesville, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)— 


The GainesviNe cotton mills on Saturday 
turned out the first piece of cloth made 
at the factory since its erection. It is 
a good quality of sheeting and this will 
be the product of the mill. The mill is 
not yet running to its full. capacity, al- 
though quite a number of hands are al- 
ready at work. 

The organization of the company and 
the erection of the mill was begun less 
than one year ago, and it has broken 
the record of similar enterprises in be- 
ginning the manufacture of cloth in this 
time. There are eighty cottages for the 
employees of the factory, and putting the 
average number of at four to a cottage 
this will make 320 operatives to work at 
this plant, which is one of the best in the 
south. 

A number of bales of cotton have al- 
ready been worked up at the mill, al- 
though the finished product has not yet 
been put upon the market. 

The emptoyees are being schooled in 
the art of cloth manufacturing and it will 
take some little time to get everything 
in ship shape. However, from now on 
things will hum at this new cotton mitt 
and thousnnds of dollars will be turned 
loose here as a result of its erection. 

It will be remembered that this was for- 
merly the Vesta mill of Charleston, S. 
te which was unsuccessfully operated 
with negro labor. Captain John H. Mont- 
gomery, the big South Carolina cotton 
manufacturer, who is also at the head of 
the mollion-dollar plant at New Holland 
Springs, 2 miles from this city, known as 
Pacolet mill No. 4, is president of the 


Gainesville cotton mills.

Marconi’s Latest Experiments. 

Our readers may be interested in 
knowing some of the latest results 
demonstrated by the experiments in 
wireless telegraphy which William 
Marconi has been making recently on 
the coast of Labrador. Except in the 
vaguest general sort of way there are 
few of us who possess any definite 
inforraation upon the subject and the 
reason is that the newspaper reports, 
while loudly trumpeting the fact of 
tne great Italian wizard’s achieve- 
ment in the way of abridging distance 
without the intervention of wires, have 
been extremely meager in regard to 
details. They have been hysterical 
enough, but they have not been suffi- 
ciently thorough. 

We are indebted to an article from 
the pen of Mr. P. T. McGrath, in the 
current number of The Century, for 
some very important data bearing 
upon the deficiencies of the newspaper 
reports and we take the ‘Ifberty of 
condensing some of the statements 
contained in this article for the ben- 
efit of our readers. Mr. McGrath is 
‘the editor af The Evening Herald, pub- 
lished at St. Johns, Newfoundland, and 
what he says about the experiments 
may be accepted as reasonably accu- 
rate and authoritative. To begin with 
it appears that the wireless system of 
telegraphy is much more effective in 
transmitting messages over marine 
areas, than over extended tracts of 
Aland.” For some reason the unbroken 
surface of the ocean offers little or no 
resistance to the passage of the cur- 
rents to and fro, while che disturb. 
ances which are met witd on land tend 
to reduce the potency of the vibrations 
at least one-half. This loss of elec- 
trical energy is due not so much to 
the irregularities of the landscape as 
it -is to the interference of the ground 
itself, which for reasons not sufficient- 
ly clear seems to retard the signals. 
As strange as it may appear, vibra- 
tions reach much farther in fogs than 
in fine weather, and the only foe whieh 
needs to be guarded against is the 
presence of electrical energy in the 
‘atmosphere, causing violent and sud- 
den variations from the normal condi- 
tions of things. Such disturbing in- 
fluences are storms, hurricanes, gales, 
tornadoes, cyclones and the like, 
Poles erected 200 feet high have been 
found to give better results than 
lower ones, as the instruments con- 
nected with them are brought in con- 
tact with atmospheric elements suffi- 
ciently varied to secure desired ef- 
fects. Balloons have been found to 


as some geoglogical formations are 
perverse while others are responsive. 
On ships the instruments for receiving 
and transmitting messages are con- 
nected with the mast by means of 
aerial wircs hanging down loosely 
among the stays. 

Lacking the requisite scientific 
knowledge for describing the experi- 
ments more fully, we have adhered as 
far as possible to the terms employed 
by Mr. McGrath, and from the in- 
formation which we have been able 
to gather it appears that whatever 
may be the future of wireless tele- 
graphy with regard to transmitting 
messages over land, there is no reason 
to doubt that it will not be long be- 
fore this system is universally em- 
ployed for tfansmitting them across 
the water.

unknown, Using his superb training 
as a systematic soldier and manager 
of large affairs in the subsistence de- 
partment of the American army, he 
soon constructed a service and advised 
a tariff sched which have combined 
to advance the interests of the Cuban 
people, industrially and commercially, 
and to Supply a revenue more than ad- 
equate for the administration of a 
properly economical government. 

It would take volumes to tell the 
trials, problems and unique experi- 
ences with which Major Bliss has had 
to deal in the course of his service in 


this most troublesome Cuban function. 


But his perfect physique, his just spir- 
it,,his diplomatic skill and his power 
to bring things to pass in order and 
efficiency have made his administra- 
tion one of signal success in every as- 
pect. When the time comes for the 
Cubans to assume the conduct of their 
own public affairs they will find to 


their hand no more perfectly organized 


and smoothly operating machine than 
their customs service. vie 
Major Bliss has but done his full 
duty as a spiendid, efficient soldier and 
fiduciary, and probably will not re- 


ceive that special reward which he has 


so patiently and honorably won, but

unsurpassable services.

Ex-Governor R. B. Bullock on Con- 


gressman Fleming's Recent Article. 

Editor Constitution: The admirable ar- 
ticle by Congressman Fleming, of the 
Augusta district, published in your Satur- 
day edition, has been read with pleasure 
and benefit. The partisan effort to legis- 
late dn congress upon a dead issue, with 
reference to the alleged suppression of tne 
colored vote in the southern states, is 
pierced by a center shot from the con- 


gressman when he says: 

The constitution of the United States 
is the supreme law of the land. The 
south, in common with all other sections, 
accepts that: fundamental truth. 

If any state, north or south, has a 
single provision in its statute or con- 
stitutional law that violates the constitu- 
tion of the United States it is only nec- 
essary for the supreme court to declare 
the fact and acquiescence | the state 
so offending follows of necessity. 

The option indicated by the second sec- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment was 
never operative in the south because un- 
der the reconstruction legislation by 
congress our negroes were permitted to 
vote. The amendment would not have 
been ratified by our white voters at that 
time. 

As is usual with our state, Georgia took 
a leading place in the reconstruction 
events. By reason of a non-enforcement 
of the congressional law by the mili- 
tary authority, an opposition majogty 
was enrolled in the legislature elected 
under congressional authority. That leg- 
islature, elated by the mistaken idea 
that we had been fully restored as a 
state in the union, decided by a partisan 
majority that a colored man had no legal 
right to hold office {n Georgia, and there- 
upon expelled the thirty odd colored mem- 
bers who had been elected under the 


law and taken the official oath in that ' 


body. 

Congress subsequently took up the ques- 
tion and passed laws whereby those 
colored members were restored to their 
seats. Then followed the proposal and 
adoption of the fifteenth amendment, 
which is clear and distinct as to the 
colored man’s political rights, and seems 
to supersede the option of the fourteenth 
amendment. : 

Therefore it is that the country now 
needs an adjudication by the supreme 
court as to the legality of the constitu- 
tions Trecently adopted by some of the 
southern states for the purpose of dis- 
franchising voters on account of their race 
and color. 

As Congressman Fleming well says, the 
states will all acquiesce in the judgment 
of the supreme court. 

If our republican friends in congress 
will use their great influence to have 
this question fully argued and decided 
by the highest court it will then be ne 
longer a debatable issue. All patriotic 
parties will unite in enforcing that judg- 
ment, whatever it may be. 

Let the good results of the broad broth- 
erly statesmamship of Presidents McKin- 
ley and Roosevelt continue to work out 
its great results in healing the wounds 
of the secession war, and in the unifi- 
cation of our coumtry.. Strong white men 
at the south are daily’announcing their 
approval of the salient features of the 
republican policy as to sound money and 
and the protection of home industries, 
but any stirring up of the old issues 
on the color line by debate and legislation 
will drive them back into the Gead sea 
of white political solidarity. 

The colored people of Georgia have no 
need of further legislation by congress. 
The educated, property-owning and tax- 
paying colored citizens are quite as much 
opposed to political “colored supremacy’’ 
as are their white fellow-citizens. They 
realize, @s we do, that it would be a 
serious menace to local and.home gov- 
ernment. There is really no danger of 
this, however, in Georgia, because the 
great mass of the colored vote has dis- 
franchised itself by a failure to pay 
of $1 per year which 
is imposed on all voters, white and black. 

I beg of my republican friends in con- 
gress to cease from stirring up ill-will 
on this issue, and I unite with my d@m- 
ocratic brother, Congressman Fleming, 
in urging a judicial decision from the

BOTH POSTAL CARS BURNED 


Southerners in Washington Are 
Much Concerned—All the At- 
lanta Mail Destroyed. 


. ~~, Washington,

March  24.—(Special.)— 
therners are very much 
er the loss of mail resulting from the 
destruction of mail cars on the Southern 
railway in the Charlottesville wreck. No- 
body here has received a copy of Satur- 
day’s Qonstitution. 

Only two dozen pleces of mail were 
saved from the two or three tons of 
postal matter of all classes carried on the 
ill-fated train No. 38, of the Southern 
road, wrecked near Charlottesville, Va., 
early yesterday morning. This is the 
official report of the wreck made to the 
postoffice department today after an in- 
vestigation of the facts.- 

The matter saved had been thrown out 
of the reach of the smashed and burning 
cars, and was collected and dispatched 
to the destinations by Postoffice Inspector 
Bulla, who happened to be on the train. 
The immense mass of mail carried was 
destined. for this city and easterh and 
northern points, and came from southern 
and southwestern states mostly. Some, of 
it came from as far as San Antonio and 
even beyond, and from the states be- 
tween there and Virginia, very little, 
however, coming from the latter state. 
The destroyed matter comprised twenty- 
seven registered pouches and five regis- 
tered sacks and mails dispatched from 
New Orleans at 8 o’clock Friday evening 
from Mobile, Ala., shortly after mid- 
night Friday, and mall dispatched Sat- 
urday from Birmingham, Ala.; Montgom- 
ery, Ala.; Atlanta; Chattanooga, Tenn.; 
Salisbury, N. C., Charlotte, N. C., and 
mail taken on from Lynchburg at 2 
o'clock Sunday morning. Both postal 
ears were destroyed. The official report 
shows that all of the postal crew were 
injured. _ 

Acting Superintendent Grant, of the 
railway mail service, also announced to- 
day that investigation of the wreck near 
Mason, Tex., on the Galveston, Harris- 
burg and San Antonio railroad, on the 
7th instant, showed that the entire train, 
except one coach, and all the mail were 
burned. The mail originated principally 
in the southern and Atlantic coast states, 
and was destined to points in Mexico, 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and Cali- 
fornia.

Chisholm, of Sa- 
varnah. He wes a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and was for several 
years a member of the legal firm of Er- 
win, duBignon, Chisholm & Clay. He 
was later a member of the firm of 
Chisholm & Clay, general counse) for the 
Plant system of railways.

ROME DISPINSARY CASE. 


HE argument in the Rome dispensary 
case will take place before the su- 
preme court this morning, beginning at 9 
o'clock. This is one of the most interest- 
ing cases with which the court has had 
to deal in some time, and its outcome, 
Since the decision of the court, will be 
awaited with a great deal of anxiety. 

The lawyers interested in the case are 
all here getting ready for their legal 
battle. Judge Joel Branan and Denny & 
Harris represent the anti-dispensary side 
of the case. Judge Branan and his as- 
sociates~visited the office of the secretarv 
of state yesterday to make a careful 
Study of the original act which is on file 
there. The dispensary side of the propo- 
sition will be presented to the court by 
C. N, Featherston, L. A. Déan and W. 
J. Neal. 

There are three cases before the court, 
appeals from the decisions of Judge 
Henry, all of which were adverse to 
those opposing the dispensary measure. 
In all of these cases injunctions were 
asked, one to prevent the ordinary from 
declaring the result of the election, an- 
other to prevent the election of qa board 
of dispensary commipsioners, and a third 
to prevent the commissioners from in- 
curring any indebtedness in starting the 
dispensary into operation. In all of these 
Cases the injunctions were refused by 
Judge Henry, though he did enjoin the 
city of Rome and the county of Floyd 
from incurring any indebtedness ir. this 
connection. He dismissed the pill for in- 
junction so far as it applied to the.dis- 
pensary commissioners, and they were 
left at liberty to go ahead and get ready 
for business. 

There afte many points to be made 
before the court, and particularly will the 
constitutionality of the act be attacked 
by those opposing the dispensary plan, 
This is said to be one of the main grounds 
on which the opponents of the dispensary 
rely. It is expected that the arguments 
in the case will consume the entire ses- 
sion of the court today.

Great Enthusiasm Was Mani-

Guarantee Fund of $10,000 Will Be 
Raised at Once—Committee Is 
Named To Interest the Mer- 

chants of the City. 


Atlanta will have an interstate fair this 
fall fully in keeping with “the splendid 
successes of the past. 

The fair will include a horse show, 
races and the incident of pool selling 
just as in the past. 

This: fact was enthusiastically decided 
on at a mass meeting held in the coun- 
cil chamber yesterday morning at which 
a majority of the fair assodiation di- 
rectors and stockholders, together with 
many of Atlanta’s most infiuential cit- 
izens, were present. 

There was an enthusiasm manifested 
which presages the unquestioned success 
of the fair, and in spite of the fact that 
no effort was made to raise money, sev- 
eral voluntary subscriptions came in ina 
spontaneous manner which indicated the 
desire of the men making them to do 
something more substantial than dis- 
cuss the question. 

It was decided to raise a guarantee 
fund of $10,000 by popular subscription, as 
has been done in the past, this fund to 
be used in the running expenses incident 
to the fair and to be returned to the 
subscribers when the fair is at an end 
and all debts have been paid up. With 
this end in view Mayor Mims appointed 
a representative committee to see the 
merchants of Atlanta and raise the nec- 
essary money. The committee will go 
to work at once. 

The fair association owns the buildings 
at Piedmont park and is better equipped 
for holding a fair than ever before. 

The meeting as a whole was harmoni- 
ous. It was anticipated that a concerted 
effort would be made to oppose the sell- 
ing of pools on races run at the fair, 
but this feature did not materialize. A 
number of ministers were present as 
interested spectators, but they took nv 
part in the discussicn. 

The oppositiag to the pool selling fea- 
ture was incidental and sporadic, and 
did not make itself manifest until the 
sense of the meeting had been expressed 
in favor of this proposition. W: Woods 
White spoke against pool selling and 
said he hoped the fair management would 
State its intentions in regard to the fair 
in a frank manner. | 

Sam Small, who, on a previous occa- 
sion, opposed the mile race track, spoke 
in favor of allowing r&ges purely as one 
of the adjuncts of the fair, just as they 
had always been, 

Mayor Mims Presides. 

Mayor Mims was made chairman of the 
meeting. 

He stated that he thought Mr. Cabaniss 
was the proper man to preside but he 
would do his best to serve acceptably. 
Mr. Cabaniss then explaired the purpose 
of the meeting. 

He traced the history of the Southern 
Interstate Fair Association and stated 
that the association was now in full pos- 
session of the buildings on the grounds 
and was prepared to give another fair 
without any difficulty. All that was 

‘necessary was a guarantee fund of $10,- 
400. On previous occasions such funds had 
been raised and paid back, either in 
part or in full. 

J. M. High asked why the fair had 
lost in 1901. 

Mr. Cabaniss said that the association 
had only received $19,000 from the mer- 
chants of the city and paid out $21,000. 
This $21,000 had been paid for buildings 
which the association now owned. The 
fair, in fact, had not lost. Mr. Caba- 
niss said: 

“The question of holding two weeks’ 
Taces and selling pools on them has not 
been considered by council at all. We 
have always done this, and some of the 
best citizens of Atlanta favor it. This 
matter will doubtless be taken up later.’” 

Mayor Mims said: 

“Atlanta at this late day should not 
throw up the sponge and fail to give a 
fair.

to her detection and arrest in Atlanta. 
And now her only thought is of the dog.

Song.

Everybody is eager to hear Mme. Schu- 

mann-Heink in recital, her recent operatic 
performance here having’ interested At- 
lanta theatergoers to deserved extent in 
iher wonderful voice and her wonderful 
art. 
The German song. which is really the 
instrument of ‘her best concert work, she 
loves to talk about, and William ATtm- 
strong, in an interview with her in The 
Etude on this subject, quotes from her 
as follows: 

“The words, always the words,’’ she 
began, emphatically. ‘‘The song is lost 
without the words and these I study 
first. I speak and declaim them, search- 
ing out the full effect and meaning of 


eaah separate one, 'and endeavoring to | 


make clear to the best of my ability the 
meaning of the poet. Not until I feel 
that I have:done my best in this direc- 
tion do I begin ‘the study of the music. 
When the latter is learned I,put botr 
together, trying to infuse into the song 
the intention of the composer. 

“Sehubert is my favorite of the Ger- 

man song composers; Franz I love to 
sing; TAiszt has written some wonderful 
songs, and Schumann is still more difficult 
to interpret. Richard Strauss, a conduc- 
tor under whose direction I have often 
sung, a thorough, deep-thirikking musi- 
cian, has written many charming songs, 
and Von Fielitz has written some beau- 
tiful things. But with Schubert, Franz, 
Schumann and Brahms the singer has a 
noble array from which to choose—an 
array from which neither time nor 
inclination has allowed me to stray very 
far, 
“It is best, I think, to begin the study 
of the German song with Mendelssohn. 
His songs are less difficult of compre- 
hension and technique than those of 
Schumann, but at the same time they 
are classic and melodious. ; 

“Schubert I-look upon as the catechism 
of music in the German song. The lyr- 
ic, the dramatic, you find all’ in Schu- 
bert. 

“The mission of these great German 
song composers,’’ Mme. Schumenn-Heink 
declares, ‘thas been to elevate the words 
of the poet whose verses they chose to 
set to music, and to express their in- 
epiretion we need to give our best effort 
to ‘the study of the poem as well as to 
the music of the composer.”

“A moment’s serious consideration must 
convince one that .cogkery is cne of the 
most important if not the most impor- 
tant part of the econcmics cf the home. 

“Women in this country, though they 
must appreciate that fcod is the building 
material of the body, do not give if the 
sc:entific study either as to material or 
preparation that is cssential. 

“I find that the general idea is not 
what are the right foods to have and the 
right way to prepare them, but that 
rather their idea is to have the easiest 
procured and the easiest prepared. I 
realize that it is not an easy task for a 
woman to suggest much less prepare three 
meals a day the seven days of the week, 
and yet it is oné of those problems which 
if scientifically and,,practically worked 
out will be a greaf’‘factor in the economic 
cevelopment of the, country. 

‘I may’ say tha 1t. American women do 
not yet appreciate ‘the economic side of 
housekeeping and cooking,’ continued 
Miss Haxworth, “ard that they do not 
take the little practical things of the 
home as seriously as they should.’’

New York, March 24.—The cotton market 
G@pened steady with prices 5 points lower to I! 
point higher and then turned very weak un- 
cer tremendous liquidation by commission 
houses and room holders. Heavy bear pres- 
sure and singular absence of bull support made 
the decline more than usually rapid and not 
until May reached 8.53 and July 8.58 did 
prices show the least resistance to the sell- 
ing movement. Before midday_a slight im- 
provement was noted and for the rest of the 
session the market worked slowly upward, 
prices reaching nearly Saturday’s final bids 
on covering and fair new buying. Yet sen- 
timent remained generally bearish on unfa- 
vorable cables from Liverpool and much heav- 
jer receipts at all points than expected. The 
tears made the most of the liberal estimate 
for tomorrow's Houston receipts just before 
midday and tricd again to make capital of the 
New Orlears estimate, which came in at 12:30.

Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 24.—The early cotton mar- 
ket was nervous and unsettled. Prices went 
off 2 to 4 points, the bears being inclined to 
eggressiveness because of the tendency of 
tired holders to liquidate because of the 
&bsence of aggressive bull buying which had 
been lookea for to give them greater profits. 
Cables were decidedly weak, both for spots 
and fut-.res in the Liverpool market, and while 
the Fa.l River strike question last week helped 
the market. the strike at Lowel had a de- 
pressing effect, and despite an early upward 
reaction from opening figures it was learned 
that .support would not suffice to offset the 
greater tendency to liquidate, and this fear 
eppeared to be well founded, for tremendous 
selling set in after the first hour and ham- 
mering by bears carried prices down [2 points 
by 11:30 o’clock, when new buvers appeared 
and shorts vovered at a lively rate. Port re- 
ceipts estimated at 14.000; lost vear 15,000. 
Cables were 2 to 4 points lower. Exports have 
not been increasing of late, but the showing 
to date is a favorable one, the total being 
since September | 5,506,000, against 4.801,- 
000 last year. Of this amount 2.698,000 are 
credited to Great Britain alone, against 2,384,- 
O00 last vear. France took 647,000. against 
567.000 last vear and the rest of the conti- 
rent 2.907.000. against 1.825.000 last vear, 
the balance going to Mexico and Japan. Bears 
sre making much of the accumulation of cotton 
at Liverpool, the total now being 372,000 
creater than Inst vear. One side claims that 
Liverpool is now in danger of a glut of cot- 
ton. while others contend that there is no 
danger of an accumulation of more than is 
reeded. and that the only adverse develop- 
ment possible is the temporary withdrawal 
cf buvers from the market. while the chances 
ef a crop not exceeding 10.500.000 is sure to 
bring them in again at no distant date.

New York, March 24.—Futures in Liverpoo) 
were 3 to 4 points lower and our market open- 
ed 3 to 5 points lower on active options. 
There was good buying after the call from 
shorts, which run prices up 3 to 5 points, but 
when this demand ceased and prominent bulls 
failed to come in the market, long cotton came 
out plentifully and the market gave wav easily 
to the pressure.

New York, March 24.—Today in the stocx 
market there was some attempt to rally the re- - 
actionary tendency that developed before the 
Saturdav’s close anil the upward tendency 
which was becoming fairly general on Friday.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, March 24.—There was marked ac-

Corn had the largest trade it has experienced 
for many days. Speculation was mixed and 
nervous, and the pit at all times was crowded 
with traders. Conditions early tended toward 
@ still weaker market. Rains and warmer 
weather were reported in the greater part of 
the west. Grass growing was reported very 
hepeful, and this of necessity did away with 
ths ‘strength due to a need for feeding corn. 
Wheat .was.also, weak. at the start and both

tion. More than 4,000 voters have register- 
ed thus far. Many are registering daily 
and Tt is expected that between 5,500 and 
6,000 will be eligible to vote on April 10. A 
number have taken advantage of the 
branch registration offices which have 
been established at Silverman’s and at 
Federation hall. The opening of these 
places by Registrar A. P. Stewart has 
been of great convenience to the people 
residing in the northern part of fhe city 
and county. 

A great interest is displayed in the 
forthcoming primary and it is expected 
that a large vote will be polled. Fulton 
county has a voting strength of more 
than 14,000, but this is considered an off 
year, there being no presidential election 
on hand. Although the county has, in 
the past, registered more than 14,000, that 
number has never: voted. The elections 
usually come at a time when the“com- 
mercial citizens happen to be out of 
town and for this reason many ballots 
are never cast. 

The only development in the situation 
yesterday was the withdrawaé of ‘At- 
torney Lee J. Langley as a e@ndidate 
for the legislature.

MISTRIAL IN CASE 


OF ALLEGED CROOK 


Frank Carey Tried Yesterday in Crim- 
inal Court. 


CHARGED WITH THEFT OF PIN 


Will of Late William H. Inman Is 
Filed—Piedmont Hotel Compa- 
‘ ny Borrows $175,000 To 
Complete Structure. 


Frank Carey, the white man arrested 
three weeks ago, supposed to be one 
of a gang of crooks, was tried yester- 
day before Judge John S. Candler in the 
criminal superior court on the charge of 
larceny from the person. After deliberat- 
ing On the case for six and a half hours 
the twelve jurors failed to agree on a 
verdict and Judge Candler declared a 
mistrial yesterday afternoon at 4:30 
o'clock. 

Carey is charged with stealing a dia- 
mond pin from W. S. Roberts. The al- 
leged theft occurred on an electric car 
one night three weeks ago, while the 
crowd was returping. to the city from 
the bicycle races at the Coliseum. Carey 
was arrested and has since been in the 
Tower. Shortly afterward several other 
persons, including a woman, were ar- 
rested, believed to be crooks, come here 
to do the races, but after investigation 
they were released. 

Actording to the evidence there were 
two other men with or near Carey on the 
car and when the pin was snatched they 
made a dash and escaped. Carey denies 
that he took the pin or had anything to 
do with the other men. 

At the time of his arrest Carey in- 
formed the officers that he came here 
from Memphis, claiming that he was 
employed as a bartender for a man 
named Mike Hagerty. In order to 
stantiate this statement during the trial 
Carey produced a money order for $50 
from Mike Hagerty, forwarded to him 
to defray the expenses of the trial. 

The state was represented by Solicitor 
Charlie Hill and Carey was represented 
by Attorney Harvey Hill, son of the so- 
licitor. As opponents, father and son 
each made an able fight for their re- 
spective sides. The ease was given to 
the jury yesterday morning at 10 o'clock 
and at 4:30 the mistrial was declared. It 
is learned that the jury stood seven for 
conviction and five for acquittal. 

Criminal Court Busy. 

The session of court yesterday was 
busy, Judge Candler and Solicitor Hill dis- 
posing of a total of about thirty cases.. 
Of this number several defendants en- 
tered pleas of guilty and a number of 
acquittals were recorded. All of the 
cases were of small importance. 

The heaviest sentence of the session 
was seven years in the penitentiary. 
That sentence was given to Jim Hutchins, 
a negro, charged with night time bur- 
glary. He was charged with entering a 
store and stealing a quantity of artt- 
cles. . 

No murder cases are set for trial today, 
but it is expected that W. R. Wells and 
Jessé. Boynton, colored, who are charged 
with murder, will be tried during the

SCONSTRUCTION TO BEGIN 


(rine from Athens to Charleston Via 


Augusta To Be Built at Once. 
Claimed That. Atlanta Will 
Be Put Nearer to Augus- 
| ta.and Charleston. 


A party of prominent eastern capital- 
ists who are interested in the proposed 
Chattanooga, Charleston and Augusta 
railroad passed through Washington yes- 
terday en route to Atlanta., James U.
